The application may
contain other information the department may require by rule.
Pursuant to procedures established by the department and for
an applicant who is a foreign national i i

i , the department may waive the requirement that the
12 application include the applicant™s social security number.

17 in section 321.183.

19 EXPLANATION
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This bill _amends the application procedures for issuance of
a driver™s license or nonoperator®s identification card to
noncitizen applicants. The department of transportation may
waive the requirement that an applicant who is a foreign
national provide a social security number. The department is
required to accept, as proof of an applicant™s identity, a
matricula consular identity card accompanied by a valid
foreign passport or original or certified copy of a foreign
birth certificate and a social security card or federal
taxpayer identification card or letter. In addition, the bill
provides that if such an applicant presents a valid driver®s
license from another country or evidence of completion of an
approved driver education course, the department may exercise
its discretion to examine or waive examination of the
applicant, as it does now for applicants previously licensed
to drive in other states.

The matricula consular identity card is an official form of
identification currently issued by the Mexican government.
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
